Men's first steps in civilization may 


Ije traced almost directly ia their efforts 
to clothe themselves; and their first 
•essays in skilled labor are made in the 
adaptation of the materials which nature 
has furnished them to use for dress, Ou 
the banks of the White Nile are tribes 
•who content themselves with a simple 
apron of leaves, or less; and Sir Samuel 
Baker noticed that a great advance in 
general civilization had tuken place 
there when, after having spent several 
months among people of that grade, he 
came into Uuyoro, where the people 
wore garments fashioned ont of the 
bark of a fig tree, which they hud to 
prepare by soaking and beating with a 
mallet. Thrift spemect to follow cat- 
nriilly upon the acquisitioa of the taste 
for do thing,, f ox- Use fitf <*••• hawto txi 
cultivated to secure a sufficieut supply. 
Accordingly, we are told, when a man 
ta.-iea u .wife, he plants ,a certain num- 
ber of the trees in his garden, as a pro- 
vision for the wants of the family he 
has in prospect. A grade above the 
naked races are the Papuans of Mew 
Guinea, with their loin-girJles of grass 
or palm leaves and above these are the 
Maoris of Hew Zealand, with their 
cloaks of leaves of an agave-like plaut 
laid npon each other like scales. The 
Sonth Sea IsUnders hive in the paper 
mulberry a plant which serves thu same 
purpose to them as the fig tree to the 
people of Unyoro, from the bark of 
which they prepare the tapa by soaking 
and beating. 
They illustrate another 


development of industry in the adorn- 
ment of their ciotb.es, for which they 
have an endless variety of designs, 
many of them of considerable merit. 
Tnis stage of civilization is also often 
narked by a corresponding develop- 
ment of the potter's art and of skill in 
ornamenting vessels. From the method 
of using the whole stuff of the bark 
to the art of separating its fibres and 
spinning and weaving them into cloth 
is a great step. The processes of spin- 
ning aud weaving are aa variei as are 
the people who carry them on, and ars 
largely determined by the nature of the 
material to which they have.to.be ap- 
plied.—[Popular Science Monthly.

The leaning tower of Pisa .was <v>m- 


mencedjull52»,aiid WHS'not .finished 
till the 14th century. • The cathedral to 
which this belongs was erected to cele- 
brate •••triumph of the Pisans in the 
harbor of Palermo in 1063, when allied 
with the Normans to drive the Saracens 
ont of Sicily. It is a circular building, 
100 fee*, in diameter and 17*<«et in'exw 
treme height, and has fine mo'sic pave- 
meot«r«lab0nuety curved «ol«intif!, and 
numerous bas-reliefs. The building .is 
of white marble. 'The tower'is divided 
into-ejght stories, eacrr_having an. ant-: 
side gallery of seven feet projection, 
and the foremost story overhangs the 
base about sixteen feet, though, us the 
center of gravity is still teu feet within 
the base, the building is perfectly safe. 
It has been supposed. that this inclina- 
tion was intentional; but the opinion 
that the foundation has sunk is no 
doubt correct. It is most likely that 
the defective foundation become per- 
ceptible before'the tower had reached 
one-hnU its height, as at that elevation 
the unequal length of the columns ex- 
hibits an endeavor to restore the per- 
pendicular, and at about the same place 
the walls are strengthened with iron 
bars.

The same difficulty which arose two 


years ago in regard to lighting the pub- 
lic buildings under the Treasury De- 
partment throughout the country is 
threatened again. The Secretary of the 
Treasury has notified all officers in 
charge of public buildings that there 
will be no money evailabls for fuel or 
gas after Wednesday. He also calls at- 
tention to the provision of law forbid- 
ding officers of the Government incurT 
ring any liability beyond the amount 
appropriated lor the service of the fiscal 
year. This will cause the most incon- 
venience in the great postoffiaes of the 
country. If they are lighted it must be 
donj at the rink of the companies sup- 
plying it and relying upon Congress np 
proprUting for expenses thus irregular- 
ly incurred. 


IIA HILTON FISH. 


The New York Hera'd, speaking of 


he nomination of Hamilton Fish for 
he Presidency, at the hands of the Be- 
mblicans, says this: 


The romination of Mr. Fish would 


easily harmonize all the warringfactions 
of the party. He bus never taken part 
n thoie merely personal politics which 
have so long been the curse of his party 
md of the country. He has friendly re- 
utiona with the leaders of all the fac- 
:ioos; he has not spent his lifn in re- 
warding friends »ud punishing enemies, 
jut in serving the general welfare and 
ntertBt. He would, ns a natter of 
course, have the support of the ex-Pres- 
deut's friends; there are no reasons 
why those of Mr. Blainr and of Mr.

THE «BEAT JM8KAL SWAMP. 


PopBlar Error* in Began! to It— 


J£xti*BiB]y Healfiy— Wine Col- 
ored Watei-l*ee«:i«r Boil.

I know of no trip more full of excite- 


ment and varied pleasure than a visit to 
the great Dismal Swamp. The strauge. 
the beautiful, the weird and solemn in 
nature are blended together, forming a 
scenic panorama attractive and interest- 
ing'to the highest degree. There is no- 
body who has not been actually through 
the "Great Dismal" that has the slight- 
est, conception of what kind of a place 
it is. Judging from its name, the pop- 
ular imagination makes it a vast swamp, 
quagmire and unwholesome fen, silent, 
dark and damp, where the light of the 
blessed sun never enters—a spot that 
seems cursed, and from whose black, 
murky surface noisome vapors arise 
that breed disease and death. This is 
tbu popular belief and it is a popular 
fancy. No notion can be more erro- 
neous. 


The Dismal Swamp is not a vast bog 


sunk low in the ground, into which all 
the drainage of the surrounding coun- 
try flows; on the contrary, it is above 
the level ground some 15 or 20 feet, as 
iwns demonstrated by actual surveys. 
Instead of being a receptacle into which 
rivers nnd streams enter and flow, it is, 
u reality, an immense reservoir, that, 
u its vast sponge like bulk, gathers the 
wateia that lull from the heavens and 
>ours them into nvo different rivers 
vhich How onvvard to the sea. 
One 


would imagine that the "Diurnal" was a 
veritable charnel-house that npreads its 
miaxuia throughout the country; on the 
contrary, it is the healthiest place on 
he American coutineut. 
The swamp 


s composed entirely of green titubtr; 
;hero is absolutely no decomposed wood; 
one se«» trees lying all around in the 
forests and swanips. The two priucipal 
woods that grow in the place are the 
jumper and cypress, which never rot. 
They fall prone on the ground like other 
trees, but instead of the' wood decom- 
posing it turns into peat, and lies indis- 


blt! by air nnd water for ages per- 


fectly sound. 


There is nothing in the swamp to 


create miasma; no rising of the tides 
and decomposition of w,nk vegetables; 
no marshes exposed to the burning rays 
of the sun. All is fresh and sweet and 
the air is laden with as sweet odors as 
the fragrant woods in May, when the 
BWt>et odors of the flowers mingle with 
the pnugent scent of the pine and dog- 
wood. 
Jin the ante-bellum days all 


planters were anxious to hire their slaves 
to sh ngle makers in the swamp on ac- 
count of its health. 
Mr. BeUdick, a 


well-known contractor, says he worked 
a gang of 50 hands for 15 years in the 
Dismal getting shingles, and in all that 
time there was not a case of fevnr and 
agui. I have seen numerous am luvits 
of. overseers and agents who have lived 
in the nwauip their whole lifetime, and 
they never knew I* death caused by mi- 
asma or a solitary case of fever and ague. 
Toe air is pure aud sweet, and the w*ter 
tinged to a faint wine hue by the juni- 
per, is as potent a medicinal drink as 
are the famous watering places of the 
Virginia "mountain spas." 
It is often 


used by naval vessels going on a long 
foreign cruise, ou account of the health- 
tnl properties, and also because it keeps 
frekh and clear for yean. It is a strong 
aud invigorating tonic, with a pleasant 
taste. 
The soil of the great Dismal is com 


posed entirely of clay aud vegetable 
peat. It is spongy and loose. A pole 
30 feet long was shoved steadily down 
by the guide and did not begin to touch 
bottom. The swamp is alive with game 
and the lake with tUh. Tne animals 
are bear, deer, raccoons and squirrels. 
The fish are the black bass, or chub as 
they are called tiere, which rise rapidly 
to the fly, speckled fish, bench fish, gar, 
catfish and perch. They all bite freely, 
and make a game fight if hooked. Finn- 
ing in entirely doue'with rod aud reel 
Though bear abound in the swamp it is 
hard to get a shot at them. You can 
often hear them crashing through the 
cane brakes, bU. rarely see them. A 
few months ago one big black bear de- 
liberately passed through the village on 
a dog trot. It raised the village. Old 
men took their single-barrels that bad 
not gone off for u hundred years, nnd 
they were for all the world like Bip Van 
Winkle's fowling piece, and luitauily 
snapped them off. Everybody got out 
their arms, but Mous. Bruin kept on re- 
gardless of the bird shot tiiat rattled 
against his hide, aud at last; after trav- 
ersing the entire town, disappeared in 
the woods beyond. 


There is uo highway or road though 


the swamp, only u canal runs some dis- 
tance np it to bring out the shingles, 
which, being made of juuiper and cy- 
press, are the most durable in the world. 
There is nothing else in the Dismal that 
can be turned to use. The lumber busi- 
ness has fallen off lamentably since the 
war, and but few shingles are now made.

The California State Agricultural 80- 


ci»ty is now in fact, ns well as name, a 
Stale institution. 
The Directors ap- 


pointed by the Governor have been 
sworn in, assumed their duties, and ore 
preparing for the annual exhibition in 
better spirits than ever before. 
The 


organization was perfected last week by 
the choice of H. A. La Bue for Presi- 
dent, the Board consisting of ten direc- 
tors, all of vhirh have p.^otical experi- 
ence, men of intelligence, aud active, 
hard workers. 
The transfer to the 


State will i>-ld greatly to the usefulness 
of the Society it is thought by men ex- 
perienced m those affairs, by giving it 
more stability, and by increasing the 
interest of the people at large. 


A regular yearly exhibition of the 


stock, cereals, fruits, vegetables, machin- 
ery, implements, etc., is a school which 
will exert an immense influence, and 
when this is supported by the various 
district associotions, the teachings are 
>rongkt within the reach of ull the in- 
labitunts. 


California has set (,he example of the 


commonwealth taking charge of this 
important factor in the enlightenment 
of the people, and is the first State in 
the Union which has taken the step. If 
Congress was justified in givine material 
aid to the World's Fair—and few ques- 
tion the benefits which resulted—the 
States can certainly aid the interest on 
which, above all others, prosperity de- 
pends. The results are wore directly 
felt. The lessons are at once available 
and the required information can be 
put to immediate use.' 


Agriculturists, and all who feel an in 


terest in the development of the couo 
try, will note the workings of the Fairs 
of this coast, and the merits of the 
plan will lead to its adoption, but if, 
through the apathy of the people, there 
should not be a corresponding benefit, 
it will take years to overcome the draw- 
back, aud lead to apologies from the 
friends of the measure in place of point- 
ing triamphaiitly to the good which is 
apparent. The hihtorieu of all the Ag- 
ricultural Fairs in the United States 
prove, the necessity of providing for all 
classes, <ind to do this it has been found 
essential that the "speed programme" 
should be a prominent feature. 
The 


Associations which abrogated that de- 
partment have been forced to resume, 
and those which were the most strin- 
gent in advocating the suppression ol 
the displays on the track, are now on 
the other side of the question. At the 
previous exhibitions of the California 
State Agricultural Society this feature 
has given general satisfaction, and, in 
late years, especially, there has been 
nothing to find fault with.
